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W arren borough council v o t e d 
Monday night to apply for federal 
funds with which to help finance a 
sewage disposal plant. Deadline for 
the application is February I, if the 
funds are to be obtained in 1957 or 
1958. If the community does not 
undertake the project in those two 
years, it must reapply. 
The funds were made available in 
a law passed last summer. Half of 
them are preserved for communities 
under 125,000, and help is available 
up to a third the cost of a project, 
but not exceeding $250,000.Council­ 
man Frantz introduced the resolu­ 
tion, explaining that W arren may 
have lost out by not building years 
ago when it would have cost less, 
but it could save money now by tak­ 
ing advantage of the federal funds. 
An amendment was made to the 
budget which provided a $300 salary 
increase for the borough manager 
who now will be paid $5,700, and a 
$150 increase for the solicitor who 
will receive $2,850. 
Two additional wage brackets were 
established for the fire and police 
departments. Police sergeants after 
six months service will receive $340 
a month. Fire truck drivers after 
twelve months will be paid $305. 
It was decided to ask for bids on 
several items at the February m eet­ 
ing. They included a catch basin 
cleaner, a station wagon for the 
fire chief, and defense sirens. Half 
the cost of the $8,000 sirens will be 
paid by the federal government. The 
station wagon will r e p l a c e the 
present emergency truck which will 
be sold and the money used to buy a 
stake truck. The truck wi l l be 
equipped by the firemen for servic­ 
ing work on hydrants, the alarm 
system, and other facilities. 
J, R. Hanson was reappointed to 
the board of health for five years. 
C. A. M iller was appointed to the 
board of adjustment for three years. 
Irvine N, Branch was named police 
justice for 1957. David Main was 
appointed fire captain and William 
Blum was approved as a provi­ 
sional hoseman. 
Council learned that the state 
had approved the installation of a 
traffic light at Pennsylvania and 
East, if traffic flow is synchronized 
with lights at Conewango ave. and 


Market st. It will be installed at a 
cost of $1200. 
Council enthused over the use 
given the new skating rink, and 
there was talk of building another 
in some other part of W arren. 
Solicitor H arper announced that 
the purchase of Mulberry playground 
from August Schultz had been com­ 
pleted. Mr. Schultz p u l l e d and 
plugged the oil wells and the area 
has been approved by borough offi­ 
cials. Title searching on the land 
near the airport is completed and 
this also will become borough prop­ 
erty soon. P art of it is occupied by 
the West Side playground. 
Ralph Anderson, East st. re si­ 
dent, asked council to check the 
paving assessm ents levied against 
the homes on the east side of the 
street. He claimed they shouldn’t 
pay half the cost because they enjoy 
a small share of the street due to 
the tracks. 
Council backed the borough en­ 
gineer in his recommendations for 
new numbers on Malvina st. homes, 
and learned that the Glade Run 
channel work has been stopped by 
high water and the weather. Its 
paving work is about fifty per cent 
completed. 
The per capita tax ordinance was 
approved, Burgess Rice was desig­ 
nated as the man to decide what 
streets are to be reserved for sled­ 
ding, and Councilman M iller prom ­ 
ised ambulance regulation rules for 
the February meeting.

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WARREN SEEKS SEWAGE PLANT FUNDS 
FROM FEDERAL GOVERNMENT IN 1957 


WARREN COUNCIL WILL SPEND LESS 
IN 1957, BUT TAXES INCREASE 


Warren borough’s budget for 1957 
will 
be 
approximately $515,178, 
about $14,000 less than that planned 
for 1956, but taxes probably will go 
up one mill. Last year’s planned 
expenditures included more money 
in the permanent street im prove­ 
ment fund than now exists, thus 
confusing the figures. A mill is 
assigned to that fund this year, 
thus upping the tax bill. 
This year’s general fund totals 
$384,178, which is about $24,000 
higher than 1956. However, one 
mill should manage the increase 
due to larger estim ates for many 
other sources of income, and this 
general fund mill increase is coun­ 
teracted by a mill reduction in 
appropriations for debt reduction. 
Property and occupational taxes 
are expected to yield about $255,000. 
This is about a mill higher than 
last year. Receipts from prior year 
taxes are up $2,500. P er capita tax, 
beverage licenses, and building p er­ 
mit estim ates are up a thousand 
dollars each. Scale collection is 
expected to yield an additional $768, 
and miscellaneous collections are 
set $2,500 higher than last year. 
Thus with only a $15,300 increase 
in millage we come up with a total 


increase of about $24,000 for gen­ 
eral funds. 
The street lighting fund stays 
at $26,000. The library fund has 
been 
reduced 
from 
$10,000 
to 
$9,000. The pension fund also is 
down a thousand to $9,000. The 
sinking fund is down $7,500, and 
has a tax appropriation of 2 1/2 
m ills as compared with last year’s 
3 1/2. 
The big difference for total ex­ 
penditure purposes is to be found 
in the permanent street improve­ 
ment fund. A mill is allocated for 
$14,000. To this is added $35,000 
from assessm ents on p r o p e r t y 
paved. This provides us with $49,000 
for street work in 1957. Last year 
it was about $78,000, but there was 
no millage money appropriated. 
Obviously these figures are a 
little rough. In some places a mill 
is valued at about $13,000. In others 
it is budgeted at $14,000 or even 
$15,000. In a couple places three- 
fourths of a mill is placed at $9,000. 
The council accepted the budget 
which now will be available for 
inspection in the borough ofice. It 
will be formally acted on at the 
February meeting wi t h possible 
amendments.

Norman Moon, convicted slayer 
of Judge Allison D. 
Wade, 
last 
Thursday was denied a new trial 
by Judge A lexander C. Flick and 
was sentenced to death by e le c tro ­ 
cution, the date to be set by Gov­ 
ern o r G eorge L eader. Judge Flick 
in a two hour opinion, refuted all 
points used by the defense in its 
effort to obtain a new trial. 
The points ranged from the c o u rt’s 
handling of the choice of ju ries to 
the charge m ade to the jury. Judge 
Flick clearly defined the law affect­ 
ing each point and lucidly expressed 
his opinion and the opinion of other 
jurists to substantiate his decision 
Moon 
shot Judge Wade in the 
court room w here he was sentenced, 
and in fact did som e of the shooting 
from the very spot where he stood 
when he heard the death penalty 
He seem ed unmoved either by the 
sentence o r by the Judge’s effort to 
ease the situation with a few words 
following the pronouncement. 
The 
shooting occurred January 
13, 1954, within two days of being 
three years previous to the T h u r s ­ 
day session. He had appeared in 
court concerning his non-support 
case, and em ptied an automatic in 
a frenzy of shooting when he was 
called to face the court. Two bullets 
struck and killed Judge Wade. 
It is possible that the defense 
will appeal to a higher court for a 
new trial, and failing in that no 
doubt will appeal to the G overnor 
for commutation to life. Previous 
efforts 
to 
gain postponement on 
the basis of insanity delayed se n ­ 
tencing for many months but ended 
when the higher court upheld Judge 
F lick’s decision that Moon was not 
mentally ill. 
Moon was tried in May of 1954, 
and the jury found him guilty of 
m u rd er 
in the first degree. The 
death penalty was automatic, leav ­ 
ing no decision to the court.

Rate Your Town Survey 
Completed - - Results 


The “ Rate Your Town’’ survey 
results, released recently by the 
W arren Area Chamber of Com­ 
m erce, indicated that local citizens 
were in common on several points 
that showed weaknesses in the com­ 
munity. 
In the 40 questions presented, 
persons surveyed were unanimous 
in their feelings that Warren should 
have a place to swim within easy 
distance; that schools in Warren 
do not have enough room for stu­ 
dents; that streets are not all paved 
or in good shape; that it is not easy 
to find parking space in the business 
section; and that public toilets should 
be provided for shoppers. 
The “ Rate Your Town’’ ques­ 
tionnaire was distributed to a cross 
section of the local population about 
a year ago under the chairmanship 
of Alex Fino. 
Only 
12 per cent of the men, 
women, and students who answered 
the forty questions on the survey 
sheet gave Warren a score of 30 
or better. According to the experts 
30 yes answers on the sheet in­ 
dicated that the community was a 
place of which to be especially proud. 
No one polled gave W arren a 
perfect score of 40. One person 
rated the town with 36 yes answers, 
one with 35 and one scored 34. 
Altogether there were scores of 30 
or more from only 52 persons who 
returned the questionnaire to the 
Chamber committee. 
More than half of those answer­ 
ing — 58 per cent - - gave the 
town a score of between 20 and 
30, and only 3 per cent found less 
than IO “ yes” answers for which 
they thought W arren qualified. 
The questions covered a variety 
of subjects and were submitted to 
workers in industry, to m embers 
of the Chamber of Commerce, to 
Warren high school seniors and to 
others who clipped the question­ 
naire from the T im es-M irror and 
mailed it to the committee.

Snow Clearing Plans 
By Lewis Crippen 


Anxious Wa r r e n County eyes 
glance periodically heavenward dur­ 
ing winter months as the quantity of 
expected 
snowfalls control their 
time and energy for days in succes­ 
sion. The theory that no two snow­ 
flakes are exactly alike has little 
meaning to the man behind the 
snowplow who is not as interested 
in the shape of the flake as in whether 
it is light and dry or heavy with 
moisture. The Pennsylvania Depart­ 
ment of Highways, Division 1-c 
with headquarters at Star Brick 
has 141 men and women who have 
snow on their minds twenty-four 
hours per day during the months 
when our hills and valleys are 
usually coated with varying depths 
of the white, billowy substance 
Snow causes severe problems to 
motorists and the Department must 
be prepared to deal with it in its 
varying forms. Sometimes the mois 
ture descends as hail. Sometimes the 
snow is heavy and sticks wherever it 
lands, bringing beauty to the land 
scape 
and 
impassable 
r oa d 
throughout the area. 
At times the 
snow is dry and light, resulting in 
high drifts which are deposited in 
low spots and immediately behind 
the windbreaks which are grown 
by nature or constructed by humans 
Ice is combatted by tons and tons 


off when the weather breaks and 
Old Sol gives the final touches to 
snow removal. 
Everyone wants the snow remov­ 
ed from the highway in front of his 
house first. Calls to the highway 
shed only delay the operations, how­ 
ever, as the plans have been pre­ 
pared in advance and only emer­ 
gencies can cause rescheduling of 
trucks and plows. All state highways 
are opened eventually no matter 
how severe the storm but it is 
obvious that the most traveled roads 
require first attention and the sec­ 
ondary highways must wait their 
turns. 
Traffic would be at a standstill 
if the entire force of highway per­ 
sonnel ceased to function in the 
middle of the winter. Only when 
the snow piles up before the snow­ 
plow arrives do we appreciate the 
value of their services.

As sure as southbound birds her­ 
ald the coming of winter the appear­ 
ance of men installing forty miles 
of snow fence on sunshining days 
indicates that soft drifting snow is 
just around the corner and protec­ 
tion must be in place before the 
north wind chills the atmosphere. 
Culverts, soft berms, and other 
obstructions are pre-marked with 
more than 500 stakes which rise 
above the snow and warn the drivers 
of removal equipment of the roadside 
hazards. 
There 
is no d e l a y when the 
weatherman predicts snow. With the 
first few flakes the 17 area care­ 
takers are notified of the increas­ 
ingly dangerous conditions and they 
immediately begin scattering cin­ 
ders on their well-defined routes. 
Snowplow operators are called and 
they immediately begin to cover 
predetermined portions of the 530 
miles of state highways in Warren 
County. Salt and calcium trucks rush 
to the obviously slippery spots which 
year after year have proven that 
more than cincers would be required 
to make them safe for normal traffic 
conditions. 
When the snow falls, the state 
highway employe has no regular 
hours. He has been known to work 
as many as 72 hours without relief 
and in the first serious storm of 
the season several men spent 41 
hours or more opening highways 
and relieving dangerous conditions. 
Rest comes with accumulated time-

FLOOD CONTROL DAMMED 
Though all who are authorities on 
flood control agree that the best 
way to keep the Allegheny river 
from causing m illions of dollars 
worth of damage to area homes 
and industries through occasional 
floods is to build a large dam a few 
m iles north of Warren, there con­ 
tinues to be an angle involved that 
may make such a project impossible. 
We first mentioned this when the 
dam 
was proposed about twenty 
years ago. Now that most people 
are in agreement that the dam is 
the thing, we see actual action taken 
by the Indians to keep their lands 
dry. Their reservation rights may 
change our plans. 
The government may succeed in 
this case because it does not exactly 
parallel other situations. In the case 
of oil in the west, Indians were pro­ 
tected from losing their reserva­ 
tions for obvious reasons. In that 
instance there were those who would 
talk the reservation occupants out 
of their land in hopes of getting at 
the mineral below the grounds. The 
high courts ruled it couldn't be done. 
In the case of the Kinzua dam, 
the right of public domain enters 
the situation. This is not a case of 
taking over the land for personal 
gain. It is a step for the benefit 
of the public as a whole. In a test 
case this might prove to be the 
difference and the Indians might have 
to accept compensation. 
* 
At the present time there is a 
squabble going on in Kansas that 
involves sim ilar aspects. There is 
a burial ground on the main street 
of Kansas City which some Indians 
want to sell for commercial use. 
They claim it is worth a million 
dollars. Though the chief says he 
is speaking for about 900 members 
of the Wyandotte tribe, there are 
some who oppose him. 
Opposition is diverse, 
ranging 
from a historical society to a lady 
who is one-sixteenth Wyandotte. Her 
mother and sister are buried in the 
Indian cemetery. She once defended 
the property with a shot gun when a 
sim ilar action was attempted about 
forty-five years ago. 
This time she not only may get the 
gun out, but one of her daughters is a 
lawyer who previously argued the 
validity of the 1855 threaty before 
the Supreme court. It upheld her con­ 
tentions. In addition, Mrs. Conley 
says she will place a curse on the 
Chief if he continues to attempt the 
sale. 
Though the mineral rights case is 
different from a government plan to 
provide safety for an area, the de­ 
fense of the cem etery lot in the 
middle of a major city comes close 
to being parallel to the Cornplanter 
and 
Seneca situations. However, 
there still is the difference that in 
Kansas City the tribe wants to sell 
for commercial purposes. 
We are inclined to believe that the 
government may be successful in 
its effort to obtain land for flood 
control. But no one knows until all 
appeals and legal steps are com­ 
pleted. In case the dam cannot be 
built, we are faced with a flood 
control problem that probably will 
end up with dykes and small dams 
that will offer protection to some 
and may make it even worse for 
others. 


* * * 
WARREN QUALIFIES 
FOR SEWAGE AID 
If we read the limited versions of 
the Federal Public Law 660 cor­ 
rectly, Warren can obtain a grant 
of $250,000 toward the construction 
of a sewage disposal plant. We have 
mentioned this several tim es, but 
never were we quite as well in­ 
formed. 
(Since this was written, 
Warren’s borough council has voted 
to apply for these funds.) 
The law authorizes the appropria­ 
tion of $50 million each year for 
grants to municipalities which are 
building sewage treatment plants. 
The Federal government contributes

up to thirty per cent, or a maximum 
of $250,000. 
There are several conditions, all 
of which are easily met by Warren. 
The project must be approved by 
the state water pollution control 
agency; it must be a part of the 
control plan; the municipality must 
agree to pay the non-federal portion 
of the cost; the borough must assure 
the Surgeon General that the com­ 
pleted 
plant 
will 
be 
properly 
operated and maintained; and the 
Surgeon General must consider the 
public benefits to be derived from 
the project. 
In the case of Warren there is no 
doubt about the propriety of the 
project. The fact that it is located 
on an inland stream is sufficient to 
prove that it should have a sewage 
system. 
The money can be used for the 
construction of the plant, for sur­ 
veys, engineering, planning, archi­ 
tect fees, and other preparation 
steps. It cannot be used for land 
purchase or for the laying of main 
sewers. However, various devices 
needed for the system can be financ­ 
ed in this way. They include outfall 
sewers, pumping equipment, and 
intercepting sewers. 
Other communities in the area, 
such as Tidioute and Sheffield, might 
find a major source of help through 
this law and probably should take 
full advantage of it. In fact the law 
reads that at least half the funds 
must go to communities less than 
125,000 in population. This is to 
keep the funds from being gobbled 
up by major cities. 
Information and application forms 
can be obtained from the Sanitary 
Water Board, Department of Health, 
Commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
Harrisburg, Penna. 


But if you want the money in 
1957 or 1958 you must apply before 
February I. If you don’t use it, you 
can reapply later. 


* 
In the case of Warren a complete 
sewage system may cost it about a 
million and a half dollars. Of thi3, 
about $600,000 will be spent on the 
plant. Such facilities as intercept­ 
ing sewers will cost about $160,000.

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with such sewers. But obviously 
Warren will have used the $250,000 
limit up long before it gets to such 
incidentals. 
It is estimated that Warren can 
finance and operate its completed 
system at a sewage rental cost of 
$2 per month for each house. This 
will be handled through an authority, 
which will issue bonds and build the 
plant. When the bonds are paid off, 
Warren will own its plant. 
The big problem in Warren will 
be to determine how much storm 
sewer it wants to lay to avoid pro­ 
cessing millions of gallons of drain­ 
age water. There are portions of the 
community which have almost no 
drainage sewers. This means that 
many of the sanitary sewers are 
carrying off far more than sewage 
and a larger plant will be needed 
than would be the case if storm 
sewers were present to do the job. 
We also must remember that our 
sewage plant location is subject to 
floods. The community must build a 
system that can be emptied into the 
river during such em ergencies, and 
these should be minimized by build­ 
ing the plant well above the average 
flood level.

It is n ’t getting 
any better, as you will know if you 
have traded a 1953, 54, o r 55 model 
c a r in on a 1957 edition lately. Our

Back in October when the boys 
w ere soap-boxing the economy with 
an illusionary glow, rent had gone 
up 33 per cent since 
1949.

Congress Cold 
Toward President 


By Doris Fleeson 


W A S H I N G T O N . — P r e s i d e n t 
Eisenhower’s State of the Union 
message was vague, pedestrian and 
gently exhortatory. It broke no new 
ground and laid no basis for a 
sustained Administration policy for 
the next four years. 
This was an extraordinary de­ 
parture from the usual performance 
of a newly elected and not yet 
inaugurated President. A Presiden­ 
tial State of the Union m essage at 
the start of a new term customarily 
represents the battle flag of him ­ 
self and his party. 
By normal custom, C o n g r e s s 
learns from it what the President 
wants done to carry out the prom ­ 
ises of the campaign. Mr. Eisen­ 
hower offered almost no blueprints 
only pious hopes. 
Even this was not the big surprise 
of 
the occasion. Congress 
h a s 
learned not to expect from M r 
Eisenhower 
a concrete plan 
o f 
action. 
What did occasion astonishment 
was the character of the reception 
he got from the joint session. It 
was perfunctory to the point of 
being disinterested. 
At no time did the man who was 
overwhelmingly re-elected only two 
months ago receive a genuine cheer 
even from m em bers of his own 
party. He was politely welcomed to 
the House chamber, but it was four 
pages and 16 minutes later before 
the first spattering of applause punc 
tuated his rem arks. 
It was a mild show of approval for 
his reiteration of his partnership 
power policy, which had been in 
question since Senator Wayne Morse 
defeated the form er 
Eisenhower 
Secretary of Interior, Douglas Mc 
Kay, in Oregon last fall. 
He was again briefly applauded 
few minutes later when he dumped 
the Powell amendment to the school 
construction bill and called for its 
enactment uncomplicated by the in 
tegration problem. 
He plodded on for IO minutes 
more before he got another sign of

approval. It came from part of the 
Republicans who were cheered by 
his promise to continue his efforts 
“ to eliminate government competi­ 
tion with private business.” 
His last burst of applause came 
near the end when he paid tribute 
to the “ dignity of all men alike 
created in the image of the Al­ 
mighty” —a noncontroversial prop­ 
osition popular on both sides of the 
aisle. 
It is true that the speech was 
neither eloquent nor a call to ac ­ 
tion. But the President has deliv­ 
ered many pedestrian speeches d u r­ 
ing which his supporters have found 
occasion to interrupt with cheers. 
He was not even given the tribute of 
a bitter partisan silence. 
The occasion must have been an 
especially frustrating one for Rob­ 
ert Montgomery, the TV im presario 
who has staged and directed most 
of the President’s public appear­ 
ances. Montgomery and other prom ­ 
inent m em bers of the Eisenhower 
staff followed the Cabinet into the 
chamber and were seated near the 
rostrum . 
The strict etiquette of Congress 
does not permit stage direction. 
As the mood of Congress became 
obvious, Montgomery’s face became 
stonier and stonier. 
This is the second time within a 
week that the President has ad­ 
dressed a joint session of Congress. 
There was obviously nothing to cheer 
about in his first appeal, which was 
for unpalatable action in a Middle 
East crisis which during the cam ­ 


paign he denied existed. 
By tradition, however, the State 
of the Union message is the occa­ 
sion for great rejoicing by the party 
which has won control of the execu­ 
tive branch for another four years. 
It is considered good clean fun at 
this point for the winners to gloat 
over their adversaries at every or 
no opportunity. 
The political significance of the 
chilly reception which the P r e s i­ 
dent got, instead, is being widely 
debated in the cloakrooms.

officers practice, that is, so tar 
as public prying into the govern­ 
ment they administer is concerned. 
It is easy to pass from that stage 
to the next, which is the assump­ 
tion that their business is not exactly 
public business, but privileged bus­ 
iness. It’s natural also for that 
assumption to percolate through the 
whole Administration, down to even 
minor officials. 
One other figure of our time en­ 
joyed adulation, but not from all the 
people. Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
saved from deification by the con­ 
stant stream of criticism turned 
upon him and his Administration. 
He was bitterly hated in many quar­ 
ters. About 85 per cent of the 
press was against him after his 
first Administration, and thereafter 
fought him, derided him, and en­ 
couraged their reporters to pry 
into every nook and cranny of his 
Administration. It must have been 
hard for him to take, but it was 
healthy and showed a lively dem­ 
ocracy. 
President Eisenhower enjoys the 
support of about 88 per cent of the 
press, with the consequence that he 
escapes criticism almost entirely. 
Nor is any encouragement given to 
the kind of examination of him and 
his Administration that was always 
going on in respect to the previous 
two Administrations.

h is 
Administration 
naturally capitalize upon this special 
treatment to withdraw from contact 
with the press. How rarely Cabinet 
members now meet with the press, 
as compared with previous Adminis­ 
trations, has been spelled out here 
previously. They take their cue 
from above. 
P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower’s news 
conferences have been most irregu­ 
lar. Judging from what has happened 
since his triumphant re-election, we 
might assume they will be fewer and 
further between in his second Ad­ 
ministration. From the fact that only 
one has been held in the more 
than two months since the election, 
and in a period of momentous events, 
we might infer that news conferences 
might be put on a quarterly basis, 
which would set a new record.

Washington 
Secrecy 
And Aloofness 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON — If you stick 
around this town long enough you 
will eventually see nearly every­ 
thing. 
But it would be hard to guess, 
until it happened before your eyes, 
that the time would come when it 
would be necessary for Congress to 
pass a law to force officials of ‘ the 
world’s greatest democracy” to tell 
the public what goes on in their 
particular area of government and 
to make public records available to 
the public. 
That it will take an act of Congress 
is now the judgment of members of 
both branches of that body who have 
served on committees which have 
been trying for a long time to find 
out the extent of secrecy in your 
government and on what excuse it 
is being imposed. 
The extent of the secrecy is as­ 
tounding. 
Astounding also is the excuse. 
This is an ancient law of 1789, 
the year when our nation began to 
function. That law said that heads 
of government departments could 
prescribe regulations for “ the cus­ 
tody, use and preservation of rec-, 
ords.” It was plainly only a house­ 
keeping statute. 
How widely it is being used today 
as a screen was revealed in inves­ 
tigations conducted in the House 
under direction of Rep. John E. 
Moss (D., Calif.), chairman of a 
House Government Information sub­ 
committee and in the Senate by Sen. 
Thomas C. Hennings, Jr., (D.,Mo.)f 
chairman of the Senate Subcom­ 
mittee on Constitutional Rights. 
In this new Congress, both have 
introduced an amendment to the 
antique law so that it can no longer 
be used by officials to hide behind. 
Their objective is phrased in this 
language: 
“ This section does not 
authorize withholding information 
from the public or limiting the 
availability of records to the pub­ 
lic.” 
* The “ iron curtain” between the 
public and the various media that 
represent it — press, radio, tele­ 
vision, periodicals — on the one 
hand, and, on the other, government 
officials, was built up during World 
War II. Some secrecy about national 
defense 
matters 
naturally 
was 
necessary — as it still is today —

but the area of secrecy has now 
been stretched and stretched by 
all sorts of officials, high and low, 
to hold back other information which 
has not the slightest relation to 
national defense and to which the 
public is entitled. 
This expansive secrecy has the 
obvious advantage which you may 
easily discern. It gives the official 
an excuse to hide things that go 
on in his special sphere that would 
reflect on him, a very human at­ 
tribute but not one to be encouraged 
or even tolerated in public business. 
What has done more than anything 
else to intensify the secrecy and 
extend it further and further in this 
Administration is an aura of sacro­ 
s a n c t^ which it somehow has been 
able to wrap about itself, something 
new under the Washington sun. It 
seems to have developed from the 
emotional response that the present 
head of our government attracts, 
which is p e r h a p s normal for the hero 
image peculiar to war, so that he is 
set apart and above government, 
politics and party. He has attained 
a sort of royalty. 
It is, consequently, almost sacri- 
ligeous to question him, and so to 
question the Administration that he 
heads. This encourages the aloof­ 
ness that both he and his Cabinet

Providing for the levy, assess­ 
ment and collection of a per capita 
tax for general Borough purposes 
for the calendar year 1957 on each 
and every resident and inhabitant of 
the Borough of W arren of the age of 
twenty-one years or over; providing 
for the collection of said tax by the 
duly elected or appointed Tax Col­ 
lector of Borough Taxes for the 
Borough of W arren, in accordance 
with the “ Local Tax Collection Law” 
of 1945 as amended and supplement­ 
ed and subject to the penalties pre­ 
scribed therein. 
BE IT ENACTED AND ORDAINED 
by the Burgess and Town Council of 
the Borough of W arren and it is 
hereby enacted and ordained by the 
authority of same as follows: 
SECTION I. For general revenue 
purposes there is hereby levied 
and assessed a per capita borough 
tax of Five ($5.00) Dollars for the 
calendar year of 1957 against each 
resident or inhabitant of the Bor­ 
ough of W arren, Pennsylvania, of 
the age of twenty-one years or over. 
This tax shall be in addition to all 
other taxes levied and assessed by 
me ’ Burgess and Town Council of 
the Borough of W arren pursuant to 
any other laws of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. 
SECTION 2. Said tax shall be 


J collected by the duly elected or 
, appointed Tax Collector of Borough 
Taxes for the Borough of W arren 
in the same manner and at the same 
time or times as other Borough 
Aaxes are collected, as provided by 
the Local Tax Collection Law of 
1945 as amended and supplemented. 
SECTION 3. The Tax Collector 
shall give bond secured and con­ 
ditioned for the collection and pay­ 
ment of such taxes as provided by 
law for other Borough Taxes. 
SECTION 4. The entry of said 
per capita tax in the Tax Duplicate 
and issuance of said Duplicate to the 
Tax Collector shall constitute his 
warrant for the collection of said 
per capita tax hereby levied and 
assessed. 
SECTION 5. The expenses of col­ 
lecting and compensation of the Tax 
; Collector shall be paid and allowed 
as provided in the Local Tax Col­ 
lection Law of 1945 as amended and 
supplemented, which compensation 
ll shall be the same as fixed from time 
to time by the Borough of W arren 
for the collection of other Borough 
Taxes. 
SECTION 6. In case the Tax 
Collector or a deputy Tax Collector 
shall at any time find within the 
Borough of W arren any resident 
or inhabitant of the age of twenty- 
one years or over whose name 
does not appear upon the Tax Dupli­ 
cate he shall report the name of such 
person forthwith to the A ssessor, 
who shall thereupon certify same 
unto the Borough of Warren which 
shall promptly certify the same to 
the Tax Collector reporting said 
name, whereupon the Tax Collector 
shall add the name and the assess-

ment of this per capita tax against 
such person to the Duplicate of the 
Borough of W arren and proceed to 
collect same. 
SECTION 7. The Tax Collector 
shall give notice to the taxpayers 
shall have the power to collect 
said taxes by distress, shall have 
the power and authority to demand 
and receive said tax from the em­ 
ployer of persons owing per capita 
taxes, or whose wife owes per 
capita taxes, shall rem it said taxes 
to the T reasurer of the Borough of 
W arren by separate statement at 
the same time as other taxes are 
remitted to said Borough, shall 
allow discounts and add penalties, 
shall generally be subject to all 
of the duties and shall have all of 
the rights and authority conferred 
by the Local Tax Collection Law of 
1945, as amended and supplemented. 
SECTION 8. Said per capita tax is 
hereby made a personal obligation on 
each person subject thereto to the 
same extent as now provided by 
law by other borough taxes. 
SECTION 9. This Ordinance is 
enacted under the authority of the 
Act of June 25, 1947 (Pamphlet 
Laws 1145) and its amendments, said 
Act being an Act of General Assem­ 
bly of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
SECTION IO. If any sentence, 
clause, section or part of this Ordi­ 
nance is for any reason found to be 
unconstitutional, illegal or invalid, 
such unconstitutionality, illegality 
or invalidity shall not affect or im ­ 
pair any of the remaining provisions, 
sentences, 
clauses, 
sections 
or 
parts of this as the intent of the 
Burgess and Town Council of the 
Borough is that this Ordinance would 
have been adopted had such un­ 
constitutional, illegal or invalid sen­ 
tence, clause, section or part thereof 
not been included therein.
